Fred  served  as  Rollinsford's  representative  to  the  State 
Legislature  for  10  years,  member  of  the  Sewer  District  for  25 
years,  Armed  Services  Committee  Representative,  Civic  Pride 
Committee  Member  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment, 
deservedly  having  the  Town  Report  dedicated  to  him  in  1981.

SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1993 

Rollinsford  had  a  difficult,  but  successful  year  in  1993.  Although  the  1993  municipal  budget 
had  been  reduced  from  the  previous  year,  Town  employees  continued  to  deliver  essential 
municipal  services  in  an  efficient  and  cost-effective  manner. 

Notable  events  for  the  town  in  1993  included:  purchase  of  the  new  front-end  loader  for 
the  highway  department,  completion  of  the  new  transfer  station  and  the  transfer  road,  and 
the  100th  birthday  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  highway  tractor  was  purchased  under  budget  for  $42,000.00.  The  transfer  station  is 
working  as  expected  and  was  paid  for  by  savings  realized  from  lower  tipping  fees  in  Durham 
and  the  elimination  of  curbside  collection  costs.  The  proposed  1994  operating  budget  for 
solid  waste  disposal  is  about  $80,000.00  lower  than  it  would  have  been  if  we  had  continued 
with  the  system  as  operated  in  1991.  The  Selectmen  oppose  the  petition  to  resume  town 
curbside  waste  collection.  Such  a  move  would  be  expensive  and  again  raises  the  issue  of 
bag  and  tag  or  other  options  that  don't  provide  the  flexibility  and  freedom  of  the  transfer 
approach  that  voters  approved  in  1992. 

The  proposed  1994  budget  of  $835,496.00  is  about  $22,200.00  less  than  the  1993  budget. 
However,  1994  revenues  are  projected  to  fall  by  as  much  as  $48,000.00.  Therefore,  taxes  may 
increase  by  $26,000.00  or  about  40  cents  per  $1,000.00  of  assessed  value.  The  major  reduc- 
tions in  the  1994  budget  occur  in  the  solid  waste  disposal  and  welfare  items. 

The  1994  "hold  the  line"  budget  includes  the  following  salary  recommendations:  1)  a  $800.00 
cost  of  living  raise  for  the  five  full-time  municipal  employees  and  a  $400.00  cost  of  living 
adjustment  for  the  four  part-time  employees  who  work  twenty  hours  per  week.  Hourly 
employees  will  receive  a  3  per  cent  cost  of  living  raise.  In  addition,  the  four  full-time  posi- 
tions in  the  Police  Department  would  receive  a  $1,200.00  market  equity  adjustment  to  make 
salaries  more  competitive  with  other  police  departments. 

New  capital  budget  items  include:  scott  air-packs  for  the  fire  department,  a  sander  for 
the  highway  department,  a  new  cruiser  for  the  police  department  and  a  48  cubit  yard  rolloff 
container  for  disposal  or  demolition  wastes  and  old  furniture. 

Warrant  Articles  XIII,  XIV,  XV  request  authorization  for  the  Selectmen  to  improve  industrial 
lots  on  part  of  the  land  purchased  from  Mr.  Curran  in  1992.  In  late  January  the  Selectmen 
were  approached  and  asked  about  the  availibility  of  an  improved  industrial  site  with  about 
five  acres.  The  Selectmen  are  requesting  authorization  to  extend  the  new  landfill  road  up 
to  400  feet,  install  about  1500  feet  of  water  line  and  perhaps  install  a  gravity  sewer  line  to 
serve  the  site.  The  money  for  site  improvements  would  come  from  money  received  for  the 
industrial  lots. 

The  Selectmen  appreciate  the  professional  and  efficient  performance  of  Chief  Ducharme 
and  his  officers.  The  low  pay  of  junior  officers  in  the  police  department  continues  to  be  of 
concern  to  the  Chief  and  the  Selectmen.  The  market  adjustment  in  salary  is  needed  to  help 
retain  our  trained  young  officers. 

The  Selectmen  also  appreciate  the  cooperative  and  professional  leadership  displayed  by 
Fire  Chief  Harry  Knowles.  Chief  Knowles  and  his  volunteers  provide  excellent  fire  coverage 
at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 


Members  of  the  Highway  Department  deserve  recognition  for  keeping  the  roads  open 
during  severe  weather  conditions  this  past  year.  Likewise,  the  transfer  station  personnel 
have  put  in  a  lot  of  cold  winter  days.  Even  though  transfer  station  worker  Pete  Valhos  is 
now  79  years  young,  he  still  works  7  hours  every  Saturday  at  the  transfer  station. 

Beverly  Dionne,  Kate  Nesman,  Florence  Greenaway  and  Gloria  Chabot  are  the  unsung 
Administrative  Personnel  who  really  make  the  town  function  administratively.  Rollinsford 
really  gets  a  bargain  for  what  we  pay  in  salaries  to  these  people. 

Jim  O'Connor,  the  Health  Officer,  really  put  in  alot  of  time  dealing  with  the  issue  of  health 
related  to  failed  septic  systems  in  1993.  Jim  brings  a  professional  attitude  and  true  volunteer 
spirit  to  this  unappreciated,  but  very  necessary  job. 

Many  other  volunteers  on  committees  and  boards  also  need  recognition.  People  who  work 
on  town  beautification,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  town  newsletter, 
Recycle  Committee  and  other  project  deserve  our  appreciation.

For  all  of  the  internal  control  structure  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understan- 
ding of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed 
in  operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we 
consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute 
of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  atten- 
tion relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure 
that,  in  our  judegment,  could  adversely  affect  the  entity's  ability  to  record,  process,  sum- 
marize, and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements. 

General  Ledger  System 

The  Town  of  Rollinsford  uses  a  Budget  to  Actual  Report  for  1992  which  summarizes  revenues 
and  expenditures  on  a  monthly  and  year  to  date  basis.  The  system,  as  utilized  by  the  Town, 
only  portrays  a  single  entry  accounting  format.  Thus,  the  balance  sheet  accounts  are  not 
being  properly  utilized  to  adequately  reflect  a  double  entry  accounting  system. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  develop  a  formal  written  statement  on  accounting  policies 
and  procedures,  including  a  general  ledger  system  using  double  entry  accounting.

Reconciliation  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures 

Revenues  were  posted  to  the  treasurer's  personal  computer,  not  the  Town's  computer 
system.  It  is  imperative  that  all  revenues  be  posted  to  the  Town's  computer  to  enhance  the 
selectmen's  and  treasurer's  ability  to  project  income  and  cash  flow  for  the  year 

Expenses  were  posted  monthly  to  the  budget  report.  However,  no  reconciliation  was  done 
by  the  treasurer  to  verify  that  the  monthly  posting  of  expenditures  was  in  balance  with  the 
checks  being  disbursed. 
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It  is  recommended  that  the  treasurer  reconcile  both  revenues  and  disbursements  to  the 
budget  report  on  a  monthly  and  year  to  date  basis.  This  was  recommended  in  the  prior  year 
report. 

Cash  on  Deposit 

At  year  end,  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  had  a  cash  balance  of  approximately  $1,010,00  com- 
bining all  funds.  The  total  was  deposited  between  two  banks. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  consider  where  the  funds  are  deposited  and  whether 
some  of  the  funds  should  be  transferred  to  another  bank.  An  additional  consideration  would 
be  to  collateralize  some  of  the  certificates  of  deposit  and  minimize  the  potential  risk.  Both 
the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  (FDIC)  and  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Insurance 
Corporation  (FSLIC)  only  insure  funds  up  to  $100,000. 

Voiding  Checks 

When  checks  were  voided,  some  of  the  voided  checks  were  missing.  Also,  when  checks 
were  voided  after  they  were  issued  and  the  expenditures  were  recorded,  the  corresponding 
deduction  to  the  expenditures  was  not  made. 

Tax  Collector 

During  the  course  of  the  audit,  it  was  noted  that  the  tax  collector  had  more  than  $500 
in  her  possession  at  various  times. 

It  is  recommended  that  once  $500  is  accumulated  from  daily  receipts,  it  is  deposited  into 
the  bank,  at  the  end  of  the  business  day.

Payments  to  Cemetery  Employees 

Cemetery  employees  are  paid  an  hourly  wage,  based  on  the  number  of  hours  worked. 
When  the  payroll  was  recorded,  there  was  no  documentation,  such  as  time  cards  or  sign-in 
sheets,  to  support  hours  worked,  with  the  exception  of  the  supervisor's  authorization  for 
payment. 

In  addition,  1-9  forms  could  not  be  found  for  new  employees  hired  in  1992. 

In  the  future,  employees/supervisor  must  maintain  time  cards,  sign-in  sheets  or  some  other 
basis  to  support  hours  worked.  In  addition,  forms  W-4  (employee  withholding)  must  be  filed 
annually  and  forms  1-9  (employment  eligibility  verification)  must  be  filed  for  new  employees 
hired  during  the  year 

Sale  of  Cemetery  Plots 

During  1992,  11  different  cemetery  plots  were  sold  ranging  in  size  from  one  to  six  graves. 
The  cemetery  plots  were  purchased  directly  from  the  bank.  However,  one  plot  for  two  graves 
was  purchased  from  the  bank,  but  no  funds  were  ever  received.  Per  the  bank,  they  were 
instructed  to  sell  this  plot  and  the  Town  would  collect  the  funds.  Based  on  our  audit  of  this 
fund,  we  were  unable  to  verify  that  the  funds  were  ever  collected  by  the  Town,  or  that  the 
Town's  selectmen  were  aware  of  the  responsibility  to  collect  the  unpaid  funds. 

It  is  recommended  that  no  cemetery  plots  be  sold  until  the  funds  have  been  collected  or 
other  arrangements  have  been  made  and  approved  directly  by  the  cemetery  trustees. 
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Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  such  as  property  and  equip- 
ment with  a  life  expectancy  exceeding  one  year.  The  recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill 
the  need  to  provide  for  physical  dollar  value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general 
government  capital  expenditures  over  the  year. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on  an 
annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and 
evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs.  This  was  recommended  in  the  prior  year  report.

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one 
or  more  of  the  specific  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively 
low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation 
to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected 
within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned 
functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  mat- 
ters in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material 
weaknesses  as  defined  above.  However,  we  believe  none  of  the  reportable  conditions 
described  above  is  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  use  of  management  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  Administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of 
this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

As  of  December  31,  1993  the  Fire  Department  has  25  active  members.  With  reference 
to  the  25  members  11  are  Emergency  Medical  Tech,  19  are  State  Certified  Fire  Fighters 
One,  8  are  State  Certified  Career  Level,  2  are  State  Certified  Fire  Fighter  Level  Two,  and 
6  are  employed  as  full  time  Fire  Fighters  with  other  departments.  We  have  seen  a  tremen- 
dous increase  in  our  department  members  willing  to  go  to  school  and  preform  work  around 
the  station.  This  has  benefited  both  the  Town  and  Fire  Department.  A  new  policy  came  into 
effect  in  1993,  with  11  EMT's  on  the  department  it  was  decided  to  start  responding  to  life 
threatening  medical  aid  calls  to  assist  South  Berwick  Rescue  at  the  scene. 

In  December  we  received  word  that  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  accepted  our 
request  for  a  used  State  Vehicle  that  can  be  used  as  a  Forestry  Truck.  In  January  this  truck 
was  delivered.  The  members  of  the  department  will  be  working  on  this  vehicle  to  help  reduce 
the  cost  for  the  town.  As  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  I  would  like  to  remind  the  residents 
of  Rollinsford  of  the  following  State  Law. 

New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  Requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  cause  to  be  burned  any  material 
in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written 
fire  permit  from  tfie  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  tfie  Town  wfiere  frte  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also 
liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  department  for  their  dedication 
to  the  Town  and  the  work  that  they  have  done  for  me.  I  would  like  to  also  thank  the  Residents 
and  Town  Officials  for  all  the  support  and  help  they  gave  myself  and  the  department  during 
the  year.

South  Berwick  Emergency  Rescue  it  beginning  our  thirty-fourth  year  of  service  to  the  towns 
of  Rollinsford  and  South  Berwick.  Our  mission  and  goal  has  not  changed  in  all  those  years 
-  we  still  aim  to  provide  our  citizens  with  the  best  Emergency  Medical  care  possible. 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  advances  to  the  level  of  care  we  provide  and  the  outlook 
for  the  future  is  just  as  promising.  We  presently  have  both  of  our  ambulances  fully  equipped 
to  provide  basic  and  advanced  life  support  -  including  full  cardiac  monitoring  and  defibrilla- 
tion capability,  full  intervienous  fluid  administering  capacity,  the  recent  addition  of  full  N.H. 
lifesaving  drug  administering  capability  and  the  latest  spinal  immobilization  equipment.  Our 
primary  focus  in  the  past  year  and  in  the  next  year  will  be  the  constant  upgrading  of  training 
for  all  our  our  personnel. 

We  are  presently  operating  with  a  number  of  EMT's  at  the  intermediate  level  and  plan 
to  have  another  graduating  class  of  five  more  before  the  end  of  1993.  It  is  our  opinion  -  as 
well  as  Wentworth  Douglass  Hospital  who  recently  gave  us  an  award  for  most  improved  ser- 
vice, that  we  are  providing  a  professional  level  of  all  types  of  emergency  medical  care  at 
a  reasonable  cost  to  our  neighbors. 

We  are  also  increasing  our  emphasis  on  community  medical  training  and  strive  to  teach 
as  many  citizens  as  possible  CPR  and  First  Aid  at  a  minimal  fee.  Our  future  plans  included 
an  addition  to  our  facility  to  enable  us  to  better  serve  the  communities  needs  with  an 
improved  training  facility. 

This  years  budget  request  shows  an  attempt  by  us  to  hold  the  cost  of  EMS  care  down, 
we  have  undertaken  steps  to  streamline  our  budget  so  as  to  have  as  little  impact  on  our 
fellow  taxpayers  as  possible,  in  the  past  year  over  13,000  hours  of  volunteers  coverage  have 
been  provided  by  our  members  in  service  to  the  squad  and  towns,  we  also  continue  to  pur- 
sue any  opportunity  to  conduct  fund  raisers  and  entice  donations.  We  realize  that  we  are 
in  tight  economic  times  and  feel  that  we  still  provided  an  excellent  service  at  a  realistic  cost. 

Our  present  active  roster  consist  of  two  full-time  and  one  part-time  paid  personnel  who 
provide  coverage  during  the  weekday  -  daytime  hours  as  well  as  perform  all  of  our  ad- 
ministrative and  billing  functions,  nights  and  weekends  are  covered  by  crews  made  up  from 
our  28  volunteers.  This  year  we  are  projecting  to  respond  to  approximately  400  calls  for 
emergency  medical  aid  within  our  two  towns,  as  well  as  provide  mutual  aid  whenever 
requested  and  public  assistance  calls  such  as  assisting  the  elderly  and  standby  coverage. 

Attached  you  will  find  a  breakdown  of  our  budget  showing  the  major  expenses  as  well 
as  our  support  request  from  both  towns,  the  breakdown  for  town  support  is  as  always  3/4 
for  South  Berwick  and  V4  for  Rollinsford  which  is  based  upon  the  average  call  volume  for 
the  towns,  the  request  from  your  town  this  year  is  $18,993.67.  If  we  may  be  of  any  assistance 
at  any  time  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  us.

1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 
ROLLINSFORD  LIBRARY  TRUST 

During  1993,  the  first  year  of  trust  activity  after  a  long  hiatus,  the  newly  elected  trustees 
undertook  a  number  of  projects,  in  particular  those  to  increase  trust  fund  revenues.  Toward 
the  end,  a  long-inactive  trust  fund  savings  account  was  uncovered  and  rescued.  Thereafter, 
124  Rollinsford  Library  Trust  T-shirts  were  made  from  a  trustee-generated  design  and  were 
sold  at  five  local  fairs,  most  successfully  the  South  Berwick  Strawberry  Fesi'vai  and  the 
Rollinsford  Fire  Department  Christmas  Fair.  In  addition  to  85  shirts  sold  to  date,  the  trust 
obtained  additional  monies  from  donated  pastries,  crockery  and  a  veranda  swing.  Between 
June  26  and  December  31,  the  trust  realized  a  profit  in  excess  of  $500.00.  The  trustees 
are  still  seeking  a  buyer  for  the  old  railroad  depot  on  Front  Street. 

The  trustees  designed  and  printed  library-use  survery  forms  and  Friends  of  the  Rollinsford 
Library  membership  cards,  the  latter  now  administered  by  that  independent  support  organiza- 
tion. Underwritten  by  New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council  grant  funds,  the  trustees  co- 
sponsored  with  the  friends  organization  the  first  of  the  lectures  on  New  Hampshire  and  New 
England  culture,  "The  Mill  on  Main  Street",  presented  by  Prof.  William  Taylor,  Plymouth 
State  College,  on  November  9,  at  RGS.  The  second  lecture  was  scheduled  for  early  March 
1994. 

Also  during  the  past  year,  the  trustees  attended  state-level  library  meetings  in  New  Durham 
and  Concord,  and  maintained  frequent  liaison  with  senior  staff  at  the  state  library.  In  the 
future,  the  trustees  will  hand  over  the  local  money-raising  activities  to  the  friends  organiza- 
tion and  will  focus  their  efforts  on  (i)  obtaining  grant  funds  and  (ii)  developing  their  multi- 
year  plan  to  build  a  town  library.  In  aid  of  those  objectives,  the  trustees  requested  that  two 
RSA  warrants  be  placed  on  the  town  ballot  for  1994.

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1993  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  slow  pace  of  applications  to  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  continued  in  1993.  The 
Board  approved  a  single  home  occupation  (modified  site  plan)  application,  approved  the 
redesignation  of  one  lot  on  a  previously  approved  site  plan,  conducted  preliminary  consulta- 
tions regarding  minor  subdivisions,  and  began  preliminary  consultations  with  a  developer 
regarding  a  proposed  five  lot  subdivision  off  General  John  Sullivan  Way. 

The  Board  took  advantage  of  the  lull  in  the  pace  of  development  to  pursue  its  effort  to 
host  a  "stewardship"  program.  The  purpose  of  such  a  program  is  get  a  broad  cross-section 
of  townspeople  and  the  business  community  together  to  identify  and  make  plans  to  solve, 
the  most  pressing  issues  about  our  use  of  the  land  in  Rollinsford.  The  Board  has  obtained 
preliminary  approval  from  the  Office  of  State  Planning  to  obtain  a  $3,000  grant  to  conduct 
the  program,  and  has  asked  Rollinsford  voters  to  approve  a  $2,000  budget  item  to  allow 
Rollinsford  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  match  the  grant  money  with  money  and  in-kind  services. 

A  dedicated  and  hard-working  group  of  people  again  served  on  the  Planning  Board.  Former 
Planning  Board  Chairman  Fred  Barry  (3/97)  (the  month/year  that  each  member's  term  ex- 
pires appears  after  the  member's  name)  rejoined  the  Board  as  a  full  member.  William  Meserve 
(3/96),  a  former  member  of  the  Dover  Planning  Board  joined  the  Board  as  an  alternate.  Other 
members  of  the  Board  were  Richard  Bradbury  (3/97),  Richard  Wasson  (3/95),  Marc  Couture 
(3/96),  Armand  Laliberte  (3/96),  Edmund  Jansen  (ex-officio,  Board  of  Selectmen),  and  Charles 
Putnam  (3/95).

During  the  year  1993  our  net  solid  waste  tonnage  to  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  in 
Durham,  New  Hampshire  decreased  by  400  tons  which  at  the  tipping  fee  rate  of  $57.00  per 
ton  resulted  in  savings  to  the  Town  of  approximately  $23,000.00

A.  MODERATOR  -  Ed  Jansen  nominated  Clement  Michaud.  Clem  declined  because 
of  his  work  schedule.  Kenneth  Shorey  suggested  he  accept  and  if  it  is  a  problem  next  year 
they  will  call  someone  to  fill  in  for  him.  Clem  agreed.  Michael  Allard  seconded  the  nomina- 
tion. There  were  no  other  nominations.  Clement  Michaud  was  elected  Moderator 

B.  CLERK  -  Michael  Allard  nominated  Gailann  St.  Hilaire.  Ronald 
Marcotte  seconded  the  nomination.  There  were  no  other  nominations.  Gailann  St.  Hilaire 
was  elected  Clerk. 

C.  TREASURER  -  Roger  LePage  nominated  Julie  Gosselin.  Ronald  Marcotte 
seconded  the  nomination.  There  were  no  other  nominations.  Julie  Gosselin  was  elected 
Treasurer 

D.  COMMISSIONER  -  Kenneth  Shorey  nominated  Roger  LePage.  Roger  Perreault 
seconded  the  nomination.  There  were  no  other  nominations.  Roger  LePage  was  elected 
Commissioner  to  serve  until  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  District  in  March  1996. 

2.  To  hear  reports  of  the  present  officers. 

Michael  Allard  reported  that  it  had  been  a  wonderful  year  for  the  District.  We  have  install- 
ed a  new  computer  system  that  is  more  efficient.  The  Commissioners  have  worked  on  new 
ordinances  that  will  help  in  collecting  delinquent  payments.  We  now  have  the  authority  to 
turn  off  the  water  if  the  water  and/or  sewer  bills  are  not  paid.  The  ordinances  have  been 
reviewed  by  Brad  Foster  and  the  State  has  accepted  them.  We  do  not  need  the  States 
approval  but  we  do  have  it.  Ronald  Marcotte  was  concerned  about  the  tenants  if  the  landlord 
doesn't  pay.  The  Commissioners  will  make  every  effort  to  notify  the  tenants  if  the  water  is 
being  turned  off.  Roger  Perreault  wanted  to  know  if  we  could  recover  any  of  the  legal  fees. 
We  can't  but  the  interest  on  the  unpaid  balances  will  help  with  that.  Roger  was  also 
concerned  about  the  clerical  salaries.  More  time  has  been  spent  on  setting  up  the  new 
computer  system,  delinquent  accounts.  State  reports  and  weekly  meetings.  Julie  Gosselin 
has  reported  on  many  State  forms  that  are  required.  Ken  Shorey  said  that  most  of  the  year 
has  been  spent  on  administrative  and  delinquent  problems.  Now  that  this  is  done  we  can 
concentrate  on  the  water  and  sewer  system. 

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  approve  the  budget  attached  and  set  up  by  the  Commissioners 
for  the  year  1993.  (approved  by  the  Town  Budget  Committee) 
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There  is  an  increase  in  the  water  analysis  because  of  the  Clean  Water  Act,  we  have  no 
control  over  this.  We  will  be  testing  in  June  for  lead  and  copper  (40  tests),  if  we  have  a 
problem  we  will  have  to  treat.  If  we  find  a  problem,  rates  may  change  depending  on  the 
problems  and  the  costs  needed  to  correct  them. 

Roger  Perreault  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  budget  as  is.  Ed  Jansen  seconded.  The 
budget  was  accepted. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  select  an  engineering  firm 
to  look  into  the  construction  of  a  new  water  tower. 

The  existing  tower  is  90  years  old  and  needs  structure  repaire  to  meet  Osha  standards. 
We  hope  to  use  it  as  a  backup.  We  will  use  the  land  we  have  next  to  the  Salmon  Falls  Garage. 
Ed  Jansen  asked  if  this  amount  was  reflected  in  the  budget.  Ken  said  yes.  We  have  a  fund 
set  aside  for  this  and  we  hope  State  money  will  be  available  when  the  time  comes  to  start 
construction. 

Roger  Perreault  made  a  motion  to  accept  this.  Ossie  Osborn  seconded  it.  The  article  was 
accepted. 

5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  withdraw  funds  from  it's 
saving  accounts  in  the  event  1993  expenditures  exceeds  1993  receipts. 

Michael  Allard  made  a  motion  to  open  this  up  for  discussion.  Ken  seconded  it.  We  need 
this  article  just  in  case  something  happens.  It  is  just  a  formality.  Michael  made  a  motion 
to  accept  this.  Ken  Shorey  seconded  it.  it  was  accepted. 

6.  To  transcribe  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

Michael  suggested  all  Commissioners  sign  the  new  ordiances.  They  will  be  in  place  for 
State  funding.  Roger  Perreault  made  a  motion  to  do  this.  Julie  Gosselin  seconded  it.  The 
ordinances  were  signed. 

Ken  Shorey  said  because  of  the  increase  in  the  water  analysis  we  may  have  to  raise  our 
rates  or  we  will  not  be  able  to  improve  our  water  system.  EPA  changes  have  increased  our 
costs,  June  tests  may  require  added  costs  and  money  needs  to  be  put  away  for  new  pro- 
jects. Ed  Jansen  said  we  have  already  passed  the  budget  so  we  can't  change  it.  Michael 
stated  that  we  did  not  know  about  these  changes  until  after  the  budget  committee  accepted 
the  budget.  Ed  Jansen  said  we  cannot  raise  rates  unless  we  have  a  public  hearing  and 
justify  why  we  have  to  raise  the  rates.  Michael  said  we  cannot  forsee  what  will  happen  with 
the  June  testing.  Ozzie  Osbon  made  a  motion  to  adjust  the  rate  increase  in  the  budget  now 
to  justify  this.  A  $5.00  increase  per  unit  per  quarter  for  water.  Compensation  overage  will 
be  $10,000.00.  This  will  go  into  effect  on  April  1,  1993.  Ronald  Marcotte  seconded  the 
motion.  The  motion  was  accepted. 

Michael  Allard  made  a  motion  to  ammend  the  budget  to  increase  Capital  Expenses  by 
$10,000.00  and  Water  revenues  by  $10,000.00.  The  total  budget  will  now  be  $304,674.00. 
Roger  Perreault  seconded  it.  The  motion  was  accepted. 

Michael  Allard  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  budget  as  ammended.  Ken  Shorey  second- 
ed it.  The  motion  was  accepted.

To  the  Voters  of  the  District: 

The  1994-95  School  Budget  reflects  the  desire  of  the  School  Board  to  meet  minimum 
standards  for  elementary  schools  as  determined  by  the  State.  To  do  this  would  require  a 
20%  position  for  a  Certified  Art  Teacher.  This  is  the  third  year  of  conditional  approval  of 
our  school  and  we  must  have  this  position  if  we  wish  to  be  an  approved  school. 

This  budget  also  would  match  funds  from  the  PTO  and  Recycling  Commitee  which  will 
network  our  classrooms  and  provide  two  computer  work  stations  in  each  classroom.  We 
also  have  included  funds  to  continue  our  Strategic  Planning  process  and  to  start  the  replace- 
ment of  the  windows  in  the  main  building.  All  of  these  things  and  more  are  being  done  with 
a  total  gross  budget  that  decreases  by  about  $46,000. 

When  looking  at  the  revenue  side  of  the  budget,  we  see  that  Rollinsford  has  attained  total 
local  control  (if  that  is  defined  by  funding  sources)  as  our  share  of  State  Foundation  Aid 
has  been  reduced  to  ZERO  this  year.  Because  of  NO  Foundation  Aid  from  the  State  and 
NO  budget  surplus  from  last  year  due  to  Special  Education  costs,  the  tax  rate  will  increase 
by  $1.99. 

A  warrant  article  has  been  submitted  by  petition  proposing  public  kindergarten  for 
Rollinsford  at  a  cost  of  $55,000.  The  School  Board  supports  this  article  as  it  would  make 
our  educational  program  in  Rollinsford  superior  to  others.  If  this  article  is  approved  by  the 
voters  at  the  District  Meeting,  it  would  represent  $.85  on  the  tax  rate. 

On  behalf  of  the  Rollinsford  School  Board,  it  is  with  regret  that  we  have  to  ask  for  a  tax 
increase  of  this  magnitude.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  that  the  taxpayers  of  the 
district  give  to  education,  and  also  wish  to  thank  the  PTO,  the  Recycling  Committee,  and 
all  of  the  parents  and  friends  for  their  contributions  which  have  enhanced  our  educational 
program.

School! 

Strategic  Planning  is  well  underway  and  the  above  Mission  Statement  is  a  direct  result 
of  the  efforts  of  the  twenty-four  members  of  the  Strategic  Planning  Steering  Committee  after 
having  considered  feedback  from  all  other  members  of  the  community  who  responded  to 
our  request.  Action  Teams  have  formed  and  new  volunteers  have  been  drawn  into  the  pro- 
cess. They  are  presently  faced  with  the  challenge  of  writing  Outcomes  for  Rollinsford's  public 
school  students  who  attend  grades  9-12,  7-8,  4-6  and  1-3.  Strategic  Planning  is  essentially 
long  range  planning  and  its  success  depends  on  a  commitment  from  administration, 
educators,  and  community  members.  There  are  many  opportunities  for  you  to  become 
involved.  We  are  especially  interested  in  the  participation  of  community  members  without 
children  or  those  who  have  chosen  private  education.  To  learn  more  please  contact  me  or 
co-chairs  Paula  Woolley  at  749-3907  or  Jim  O'Connor  742-9227. 

Technology  has  improved  significantly  at  RGS.  Because  of  generous  donations  from  the 
RGS-PTO  ($3,000),  the  RGS  Recycling  Committee  ($3,000)  and  local  resident  John 
Barbary,  the  General  Electric  Elfun  Fund  ($2,000)  and  the  efforts  of  many  volunteers,  we 
now  have  the  Grade  School  fully  networked  with  an  installed  file  server  and  at  least  one 
IBM  compatible  workstation  in  each  classroom.  We  now  have  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  networked  elementary  school  in  the  seacoast!  In  order  to  prepare  for  this  advance  in 
technology,  RGS  staff  members  participated  in  a  ten  hour  class  on  the  fundamentals  of 
D.O.S.  which  was  held  at  the  Somersworth  Vocational  Center. 

In  November,  we  tested  our  5th  and  6th  grade  students  using  the  California  Achievement 
Tests.  While  both  groups  consistently  scored  better  than  50%  of  all  students  nationwide, 
it  is  worth  noting  that  our  sixth  grade  class  did  exceptionally  well  and  scored  better  than 
95%  of  the  nation  in  the  total  Mathematics  and  on  the  overall  battery  better  than  85%! 

We  are  committed  to  continuous  progress.  We  have  begun  to  assess  our  students  using 
performance  criteria  as  well  as  through  portfolio  development.  We  have  revised  our  form 
for  reporting  student  progress  and  are  proud  of  our  most  recently  updated  Health  curriculum 
which  includes  HIV  education. 

Because  of  our  partnerships  established  with  JANCO,  and  the  United  States  Postal 
Service,  we  were  honored  to  receive  two  Gold  Circle  Partnership  Awards  at  a  special 
ceremony  held  at  the  Statehouse  this  past  November. 

We  have  an  excellent  working  relationship  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Both 
of  these  departments  continue  to  significantly  and  positively  impact  our  students'  lives. 
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The  Rollinsford  Community  Calendar  and  Newsletter  is  another  prime  example  of  how 
cooperation  can  achieve  excellent  results.  If  you  aren't  currently  receiving  a  calendar/newslet- 
ter and  would  like  to,  please  contact  Denise  Noonan  at  749-2773.  If  your  neighborhood  is 
not  being  served,  perhaps  you  may  want  to  volunteer  to  be  a  distributor. 

In  summary,  there  is  an  incredible  number  of  things  right  with  Rollinsford  and  its  Grade 
School.  While  our  School  is  not  perfect  I  feel  that  it  is  a  fine  eduational  institution  and  we 
are  proud  of  what  we  accomplish.
